WASHINGTON.  D.  C.  {RNS>- 
Congress  has  been  asked  to  pass 
a  special  bill  to  clear  the  title 
to  some  land  in  historic  Ply¬ 
mouth,  Mass.,  which  it  tried  to 
sell  a  Baptist  church  and  was 
prevented  from  doing  so  by  a 
lawsuit 

The  legislation,  which  Invol¬ 
ves  an  interesting  episode  in 
Church-State  separation,  dates 
back  48  years. 

In  1911  itSr*'fNtem-  govern¬ 


ment  condemned  certain  land 
Plymouth,  where  the  Pilgrims 
settled  in  1620,  in  order  to  build 
a  new  post  office.  Cost  of  the 
land  was  $29,600. 

Conveyed  For  Price 
Included  in  the  parcel,  how¬ 
ever,  was  a  tract  upon  which 
First  Baptist  church  of  Ply¬ 
mouth  had  hoped  to  erect  a  new 
edifice.  By  a  special  act  of  May 
27, 1912,  Congress  authorized  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 


I  convey  for  a  nominal  price  of 
I  $100  a  rectangular  piece  of  this, 
i  property,  47  by  147  feet,  to  the 
^  Baptist  church. 

Constitutionality  of  this  act 
was  challenged,  however,  by  one 
Dr.  Burns  of  Plymouth  from 
whom  the  land  had  been  acquir¬ 
ed  through  a  condemnation  suit 
by  the  government  He  said  the 
government  had  the  right  to  ex¬ 
ercise  eminent  domain  only  to 
take  land  for  a  public  purpose, 
such  as  a  post  office  building, 
and  that  he  would  sue  to  recov¬ 
er  the  deed  if  it  was  conveyed 
to  a  church. 

Legal  opinion  was  divided  as 
to  whether  the  government 
could  transfer  title  legally  and 
In  view  of  this  the  church 
bought  another  lot  and  built  its 
new  sanctuary  elsewhere. 

Remained  Vacant 

The  lot  remained  vacant  until 
1921  when  the  government  Is-

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
—  Religious  faith  as  well  as 
faith  in  the  technological  achi¬ 
evements  of  science  was  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  seven  flyers  who 
will  be  ‘America’s  first  space¬ 
men.

The  cheap  lands  of  the  fron¬ 
tier  appeal  to  Baptists  because 
as  a  group  they  are  not  wealthy. 
Por  -the  most  part  they  are  far¬ 
mers  and  merchants.  Many  were 
impoverished  by  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War,  in  which  Baptists  al¬ 
most  to  a  man  fought  for  the 
cause  of  liberty. 

The  leveling  influence  of  the 
frontier,  where  men  meet  as 
equals,  also  appeals  to  the  dem¬ 
ocratic  Baptists.  Few  of  them 
have  become  plantation  owners, 
and  tho  social  conscious  life  of 
Virginia  and  New  Englaqd  never 
has  appealed  to  them. 

The  democratic  government  of 
Baptist  churches  also  is  in  keep¬ 
ing  wRh  the  free  atmosphere  of 
the  frontier.  Baptists  insist  that 
each  person  is  free  to  approach 
God  without  the  aid  of  another, 
and  Baptist  churches  are  equal¬ 
ly  insistent  that  no'  Aher  body 
will  rule  over  them. 

The  hardy  traveling  Baptist 
preacher  also  plays  a  major  role 
in  the  growth  of  Baptists  on  the 
frontier.  These  preachers  come 
from  among  the  people  themsel¬ 
ves,  and  like  them  are  hard 
working. 

Most  frontier  Baptlbt  preach¬ 
ers  are  self-supporting.  They 
handle  a  hoq  and  plow  and  ax 
during  the  week  and  the  Word 
of  God  on  Sunday.  They  spend 
weeks  on  the  wUdernets  trail, 
taking  the  Baptist  message  by 
horseback  to  the  roost  remote 
cabin  on  the  frontier.

ing.  A  prayer  meeting  need  not  be.  as- is  f#teh  the  c&c,  just 
another  proMhing  service,  with  the  pastor  or  somebody 
else  preaching;  and  it  should  not  be  a  program  designed  to 
entertain  people  or  promote  causes.  We  have  a  belief  that 
this  service  should  be  different  from  all  other  services; 
and  yet,  since  all  church  services  tend  to  take  on  familiar 
patterns,  it  is  hard  to  keep  it  different  and  make  it  serve  a 
distinctive  purpose.  We  suggest  a  few  characteristics  which 
we  believe  should  be  found  in  a  good  prayer  meeting 

1.  A  prayer  meeting  should  be  informal  with  as  little 
as  possible  of  the  quality  of  a  “staged  performance  "  Still  i 
it  should  not  be  carelessly  planned  and  poorly  conducted. 

2.  It  should  give^  plenty  of  time  to  consideratiem  of  ob¬ 
jects  for  prayer  which  the  prople  suggest  and  fcs^ctual 
prayer,  since  its  major  purpose  is  (we  assume)  to  promote 
prayer. 

3.  The  chief  “message”  of  the  service  should  be  in  Bible 
study  and  devotional  meditation  rather  than  preaching. 
This  should  bo  no  sounding-board  for  proclaiming  pet 
theories,  but  a  brief,  sincere  effort  to  reveal  the  “thus

4.  The  music  should  be  hymn-singing  by  all  present. 
Perhaps  an  occasional  “special”  might  be  introduced  if  it 
Is  good,  but  such  is  not  necessary.  The  prayer  service  is 
not  a  place  to  display  or  develop  musical  talent. 

'  5.  In  brief,  a  prayer  meeting  should  be  a  Service  in 

which  a  person  can  pa^cipate,  along  with  others,  in  pray¬ 
er  and  sef)cing  for  God’s  answer  to  his  spiritual  needs.  One 
should  be  able  to  go  to  such  a  meeting,  because  he  feels 
the  need  of  it  rather  than  because  he  is  pressed  by  others 
into  going,  with  the  assurance  that  the  major  emphasis 
will  be  prayer — prayer  th^  will  include  him  and  his  needs. 

We  should  add  that  a  prayer  meeting  of  the  type  these 
points  suggest  may  not  always  draw  large  crowds,  but  we 
believe  that  it  will  be  able  to  keep  going  with  a  good  at¬ 
tendance  and  do  much  good.  Yet,  of  course,  this  is  just  one 
person’s  opinion;  and  certainlv  we  would  say  nothing 
against  anybody  who  thinks  and  acts  differently.

Tillich  Hits  Tranquilizers

Dr.  Tillich  also  maintained  that  healing  by  tranquilizing  drugs 
can  become  “destructive”  because  it  reduces  the  humanity  in 
man  and  his  power  .to  “go  beyond  himself”  to  new  experiences. 

‘  Salvatioa  la  a  symbol  applied  to  the  whole  man^n  all  of  the 
dimensions  of  bis  life,”  he  said.  “But  the  symbol  has  been  dis¬ 
torted.  In  order  to  rediscover  the  meaning  of  salvation,  Christian¬ 
ity  must  go  to  the  fundamentals  of  the  word  and  understand  that 
it  means  making  ’whole’  in  all  respects.”

To 
date  13  loans  have  been  made 
and  all  notes  are  in  good  con¬ 
dition. 

There  are  some  700,000,000  in 
mortgages  securing  the  bonds 
that  have  been  sold.  Applica¬ 
tions  from  churches  have  been 
coming  in  at  a  rapid  pace. 

“Buildings  are  our  greatest 
need,  we  must  have  them  if  we 
are  going  ot  retch  the  lost  and 
unenllsted  for  Christ,”  Mr.  Lan¬ 
ders  said.
